Directions  for  Planting 
Gladiolus 

Gladiolus  may  be  planted  as  soon  as  danger 
from  freezing  is  past,  usually  this  is  about 
April  1  in  the  vicinity  of  Philadelphia.  Their 
culture  is  very  simple.  They  will  grow  and 
bloom  in  almost  any  soil  or  situation,  but 
they,  like  most  other  flowers,  like  a  rich  black 
soil,  enriched  with  some  well  rotted  manure 
and  bonemeal,  and  amply  repay  the  grower 
for  this  trouble,  in  the  giant  blooms  they  will 
produce  under  ideal  conditions.  Do  not 
let  the  manure  come  in  contact  with  the  bulbs, 
however,  as  this  will  cause  the  bulb  to  rot  or 
form  disease.  They  should  be  set  quite 
deeply,  about  6  inches  in  a  light  loose  soil, 
and  4  inches  in  the  heavier  clay  soils.  Deep 
planting  eliminates  the  necessity  of  staking 
the  plants,  and  also  enables  the  roots  to  get 
down  into  cool,  moist  soil,  which  is  helpful  in 
hot  dry  weather.  Do  not  plant  closer  than 
3  to  4  inches.  Double  this  space  is  better.
